[0053] Fig. 9 is an example of a display screen of an electronic filing device in the 
embodiment. The display screen comprises a document display window 54A for 
displaying a list of documents, a tag display window 54B for displaying a tag display 
window 54B displaying a tag list. These two windows may be constantly displayed or 

displayed only when they are necessary. In the figure, the case in which two windows 
are constantly displayed is shown. 

[0054] The tag display window 54B has a tag group display area 54B1 and a tag 
display area 54B2, and the group of tags contained in the selected tag group is displayed 
in the tag display area 54B2. In addition, it has an "unclassified" group as a special tag 
group. This is a tag group meaning that no tag is related, and the tag to be contained 
here is an exception and does not exist. 

[0055] The document display window 54A has a box 54A1 correspondLag to a 
hierarchical structure, an area 54A2 related to a tag retrieval condition, and an area 
54A3 for displaying a group of documents, and the group of documents contained in the 
selected box (in this case, a box 1) fulfilling the retrieval condition specified in the area 
54A2 is displayed in the area 54A3. In addition, a title display area 54A for displaying 
the title of the window 54A, i.e., "document display window", and a menu display area 
54 A5 for displaying the processing enabled to be performed in the document display 
window 54A (for example, a processing menu such as "scanner" for inputting a new 
document) are provided. 

[0056] There are two methods for displaying documents: an icon display and an image 
display, which can be set as a display mode using a menu. The icon display is a mode 
displaying individual documents using icons, and the image display is a mode 
displaying individual documents using the tlrst page images. In both modes, when a 
tag other than the tag indicated in the retrieval condition is related to a document, an 
icon or an image is emphatically displayed to indicate this fact. In the icon display, an 
emphatic display is performed by changing the form and color of an icon and 
emphasizing the outline of an icon. In the image display, the outline of the image on 
the first page of a document is emphatically displayed. 

[0057] Fig. 9 shows an example of an icon display. When a tag other than the tag 
indicated in the retrieval condition is related to a document 2, a black area is added to 
the upper left comer of the outline of an icon. A document 3 indicates the other case 
without a tag. 
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[0058] Whether or not a tag is related can be understood from the above fact by 
looking at the document (an icon or image) in the document-Ust window 54A3 without 
performing an operation. When the document (an icon or an image) is left-cUcked 
with a mouse 57, an image display window is opened and a page image is displayed in 
detail. In addition, when the document (an icon or an image) is right-clicked with the 
mouse 57, the tag list window 54G is opened as described in Fig. 17, and the tag related 
to the document (in this case, the document 2) is displayed. 

[0059] Fig. 10 shows a table for managing information related to a display screen, 
which are document display window information and document display status 
information. The document display window information has a field in which the 
number of windows and the inputtable current window number are recorded. 
[0060] The document display status information has as many elements as the number 
of windows, and each element comprises a current disk No. (for example, disk No. 0), a 
current box No., a current tag group No., a cmxent tag No., a display mode, a display 
layout, and a retrieval condition field. 

[0061] The items to which "current" is added are the classification items within the 
hierarchical structure presently displayed in the document display window 54A. The 
display mode manages whether it is an icon display displaying a document using an 
icon or an image display displaying and expressing the first page. The display layout 
manages how many documents are arranged and displayed vertically and horizontally in 
the document display area 54 A3. The retrieval condition manages information related 
to a tag that has become a retrieval condition when the group of documents presently 
displayed is a result of retrieval of some sort. The conditions are: a pair including a 
tag group and a tag, an item combining the pair with logical AND or logical OR, 
unclassified, and vacant (no retrieval condition). In other words, on the basis of the 
content stored as retrieval conditions, a document related to the retrieval object tag is 
retrieved and displayed in the document display area 54A3. 

[0062] Now, a case in which a document is newly registered and a case an additional 
registration is made to a document to which a tag is related in the electronic filing 
device is explained. 

[0063] Figs. 14 and 15 show processing flows and Figs. 11-13 show an example of an 
operation screen, respectively. In the above cases, there are two types of documents: a 
document whose use purpose, etc., of the new document to be registered and to which a 
tag to be related to the document is already clear, and a document in which a registration 
is desired even though the use purpose remains unclear so that classification cannot be 
performed. In case of the former document, a new document can be input into the 
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document display window 54A by providing the retrieval condition related to the 
desired tag, performing retrieval, and narrowing down the display target document. In 
case of the latter document, a new document can be input into the document display 
window 54A (to the document display window 54A prior to selecting a tag) any time. 
[0064] To explain it in detail, when the system is activated, a window No. (1) is 
opened as a document display window 54 A as shown in Fig. 9 in Step S41. Then, by 
setting the number of the document display window information to 1 and the number of 
the current window to 1, each item of the window No. (1) in the document status 
information is initialized. 

[0065] When an optical disk (No. 0) is set in Step S42 here, the process proceeds to 
Step S43 and the list of boxes stored in the optical disk 0 is displayed in the upper area 
54A1 of the document display window 54 A. At the same time, the tag display window 
54B is opened in Step S44. 

[0066] When box 1 is selected from the box list area 54A1 in Step S45, the box list 
contained in box 1 is displayed in the lower area 54A 3 of the document display window 
54A. 

[0067] At this point in time, it becomes possible to perform initial registration of a 
document whose use purpose and tag to be related are unclear. In other words, the 
process proceeds to Step S52 and the scanner 100 displayed in the menu display area 
54 A5 of the document display window 54 is selected by operating the mouse 57. 
[0068] On the other hand, when registering a document whose use purpose and tag to 
be related are already clear, or when registering a document to be added to a document 
to which a tag is already related, next, the process proceeds to Step S47. 
[0069] When, for example, a tag group 4 is selected in the tag display window 54B in 
Step S47, the tag list contained in the tag group 4 is displayed in the tag display window 
in Step S4S. At this point in time, the system sets the tag group 4 in the current group 
column of the window corresponding to the document display status information by 
referring to the current window (1) in the document display window information in Fig. 
1. 

[0070] When, for example, "unclassified" is selected in the tag group area 54B 1 m the 
tag display window 54B in Fig. 9, the document list to which no tag is related is 
retrieved. Steps S47-S49 are skipped, and the document list to which no tag is related is 
displayed on the document display window in Step S50. At this point in time, the 
system sets "NULL", meaning "unclassified", in the column of the current tag of a 
window (2) corresponding to the document display status information in Fig. 10 by 
referring to the current window (2) in the document display window information. 
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When performing retrieval, the retrieval condition 2 (unclassified) is specified and a 
retrieval request is made to the retrieval section. The retrieval section responds to the 
display section and displays the retrieval result. 

[0071] When the tag 5, for example, is selected in the tag display window 54B2 in 
Step S49, the document Ust to which the tag 5 is related is retrieved and displayed in the 
document display window 54A. At this point in time, the system sets the tag 5 in the 
current tag column of the window (1) corresponding to the document display status 

information by referring to the current window in the document display window 
information in Fig. 10. 

[0072] When performing retrieval, the retrieval condition 1 (tag group 4: tag 5) is 
specified in Step S50 in the area 54A2 in Fig. 9 and a retrieval request is made to the 
retrieval section. In other words, documents (icons or images) matching the retrieval 
condition 1 (tag group 4: tag 5) are displayed in, for example, the document Ust window 
54A3 as shown in Fig. 9. 

[0073] At this point in time, documents to be related to, for example, the tag 5, can be 
newly input. To be more specific, the process proceeds to Step S52 and the scanner 
100 displayed in the menu display area 54A5 of the document display window 54A is 
selected by operating the mouse 57. 

[0074] On the other hand, when the document 2 from among the documents (icons or 
images) displayed in the document Ust window 54A3 in Step S50, for example, is 
left-cUcked with the mouse 57, the image display window is opened and a page image 
of the document 2 is displayed in detail. 

[0075] At this point in time, an additional registration can be performed to the 
document 2 related to the tag 5. To be more specific, the process proceeds to Step S52 
and the scanner 100 displayed in the menu display area 54A5 of the document display 
window 54A is selected by operating the mouse 57. 

[0076] When the scanner 100 is selected, a puU down menu 101 is displayed as shown 
in Fig. 11. In the pull down menu 101, processing menus of a scanner setting 102 and 
a scanner input 103 are displayed. 

[0077] When the process proceeds to Step 853 and the scanner setting 102 is selected 
by operating the mouse 57, a scanner setting window 54E shown in Fig. 12 is opened in 
the document display window 54A. 

[0078] Here, an example of a display of the scanner setting window 54E is explained 
by referring to Fig. 12. The scanner setting window 54E comprises a paper size setting 
area 54E4 for setting the paper size when the document to be registered is read by the 
scanner 58, a resolution setting area 54E5 for setting the resolution when the document 
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is read by the scanner 58, a paper direction setting area 54E6 for setting the direction 
(vertical or horizontal) of the paper to be read by the scanner 58, an OK button 54E7, 
and a cancellation button 54E8. 

[0079] The paper size setting area 54E4, the resolution setting area 54E5, and the 
paper direction setting area 54E6 respectively comprise a drop down single-selection 
list box, and in accordance with the number of times the prescribed buttons in respective 
setting areas are operated by the mouse 57, data is selected one by one from among the 
prescribed lists and displayed in respective areas. 

[0080] When the OK button 54E7 is clicked with the mouse 57 after respective items 
in the paper size setting area 54E4, the resolution setting area 54E5, and the paper 
direction setting area 54E6 are set as described above, the set content is reflected in the 
system and the scanner setting window 54E is closed. In addition, when the 
cancellation button 54E8 is clicked with the mouse 57, the set content is not reflected in 
the system (cancelled) and the scanner setting window 54E is closed. 
[0081] Then, after the scanner setting window 54E shown in Fig. 12 in Step S53 is 
opened, the process proceeds to Step S54, the setting items of the scanner 58, namely, 
paper size, resolution, and paper direction, are set in respective setting areas 54E4, 54E5, 
and 54E6, the OK button is chcked, and the scanner setting is terminated (the scanner 
setting window 54E is closed). 

[0082] Next, the process proceeds to Step S55. When the scanner input 103 is 
selected from the puU-down menu 101 shown in Fig. 11 by operating the mouse 57, the 
scanner input window 54D as shown in Fig. 11 is opened in the document display 
window 54 A in an overlapping manner 

[0083] Here, an example of a display of the scanner input window 54D is explained by 

referring to Fig. 11. To the scanner input window 54D, a paper size display area 54D 1 , 
resolution display area 54D3, and a paper direction display area 54D4 are provided. In 
these areas, the content set in the scanner setting window 54E, i.e., the content set by 
clicking the OK button 54E7 after inputting desired values to the paper size setting area 
54E4, resolution setting area 54E5, and the paper direction setting area 54E6 is 
displayed. It should be noted that when the scanner was not set in Step S54, default 
values, for example, paper size "A4", resolution "200dpi", and paper direction 
"vertical", are displayed in these areas. 

[0084] In addition, in the page number display area 54D1, the page number of the 
document to be input by the scanner 58 is displayed. In other words, the initial value 
is "1" and hereafter, every time the document is input, the page number is updated and 
displayed. 
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[0085] Furthermore, to the scanner input window 54D, an input execution button 
54D5, an input stop button 54D6, a scanner setting button 54D7, a document end button 
54D8, and an end button 54D9 are provided. 

[0086] When the input execution button 54D5 is clicked with the mouse 57, the 
document already set to the scanner 58 is read page by page (if an ADF is equipped, the 
document is read page by page consecutively). 

[0087] When the input stop button 54D6 is clicked with the mouse 57, the document 

reading operation executed by the scanner 58 is stopped. The scanner setting button 
54D7 is for opening the scanner setting window 54E from the scanner input window 
54D. When the scanner setting button 54D7 is clicked with the mouse 57 when the 
values displayed in the paper size display area 54D1, resolution display area 54D3, and 
paper direction display area 54D4 of the scanner input window 54D are desired to be 
changed, the scanner setting window 54E is opened and the desired value can be 
changed. 

[0088] A document end button 54D8 is for instnicting the system to terminate reading 
of one document (regardless of the number of pages). To be more specific, when the 
document end button 54D8 is clicked with the mouse 57 when reading of the one 
document is terminated in the scanner 58, a document creation window 54F shown in 
Fig. 13 is displayed. By providing prescribed processing to the document creation 
window 54F, the document input using the scanner 58 is registered. 
[0089] An end button 54D9 is for instructing the system to terminate processing for 
the scanner input window 54D. To be more specific, when the end button 54D9 is 
clicked with the mouse 57, the scanner input window 54D is closed. When the read 
document was not registered even after the reading operation of the scanner input 
window 54D was executed (for example, when the document end button 54D8 was not 
clicked, etc.), the document creation window 54F is opened. 

[0090] Then, when the scanner input window 54D shown in the display device 54 in 
Step S55 is displayed, after setting the document to the scanner 58, the input execution 
button 54D5 is clicked. Then, the process proceeds to Step S57 and the scanner 58 is 
operated and set document is read page by page. When the document is set in the ADF 
of the scanner at this point in time, reading is performed page by page consecutively 
until reading of all pages are completed for documents with plural pages. However, 
when an ADF is not equipped, the follow-on pages of the document are set again in the 
scanner 58 after the input of one page of the document is completed and the input 
execution button 54D5 is cUcked. In other words, this process is repeated over and 
over as long as the document to be input remains (Step S56 - Step S57a). 
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[009 1 ] When the input of the one document is completed, the process proceeds to Step 
S58, and the document end button 54D8 is cUcked, the process further proceeds to Step 
S59 and the document creation window shown in Fig. 13 is opened. 
[0092] Here, an example of a display of the document creation window 54F is 
explained by referring to Fig. 13. The document creation window 54F comprises an 
instruction area 54 for newly registering a document to which input processing was 
provided in the scanner input window 54D, a document name setting area 54F3 for 
setting a document name in such cases, an instruction area 54F2 for adding and 
registering the document to which input processing was provided in the scanner input 
window 54D to the document displayed in the image display window presently opened 
on the display device 54 (in this case, the document 2), a document name setting area 
54F4 for setting the document name to the document to which the document will be 
added in such cases, an OK button 54F5, and a cancellation button 54F6. Click can be 
only performed on either one of the instruction areas 54F lor 54F2 at a time. 
[0093] In the document creation window 54, processing of new registration or 
additional registration can be executed for the document to which input processing was 
provided in the scanner input window 54D. In other words, in case of performing a 
new registration in Step S60, the process proceeds to Step S61 and the instruction area 
54F1 is clicked. When the instruction area 54F1 is clicked, a check mark is displayed 
in the area. When the process proceeds to Step S62 and when the name of the 
document is aheady decided, the document name is input into the document name 
setting area 54F3 using a key board 55 in Step S63. On the other hand, when the 
document name is not decided, nothing has to be input to the document name setting 
area 54F3. Because in such cases, the year/month/day/hour/minute the document was 
read, which was measured by a timer embedded in the system as default values, is 
registered as the name of the document. 

[0094] When performing an additional registration in Step S60, the process proceeds 
to Step S65 and the instruction area 54F2 is clicked. At this point in time, a check 
mark is displayed in the area. When the process proceeds to Step S66 and the 
document name is to be changed, the document name is input into the document name 
setting area 54F4 using the key board 55 in Step S67. On the other hand, when it is 
not necessary to change the document name, nothing has to be input to the document 
area 54F4. At this point in time, the document name displayed in the image display 
window presently opened on the display device 54 (in this case, the document 2) is 
displayed as default values. 

[0095] After setting of the necessary section of the document creation window 54F is 
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completed, the process proceeds to Step S64, and when the OK button 54F5 is cUcked, 
the window 54F is closed. At this point in time, in case of a new registration, a tag to 
be related is not clear and when the process proceeds to Step S52 after providing 
processing to Step S46, the document is only related to the box 1 (i.e., related to 
"unclassified") and registered. In other words, NULL, for example, is added to the 
related defining information of the object of the newly registered document and the ID 
of the newly registered document is added to the related defining information of the 
object of the box 1, which will be the parent. 

[0096] When the tag to be related is already clear and the process proceeds to Step S52 
after performing processing to Step S50, the document is related to the tag 5 and 
registered. In other words, a tag corresponditig to the retrieval condition 1 (tag group 
4: tag 5) is added to the related defining Liiformation of the object of the new 
registration document and the ED of the new registration document is added to the 
related defining information of the object to be a parent. 

[0099] First, tag addition processing is explained by referring to the flowchart shown 
in Fig. 22. When a desired document, for example, the document 2, is clicked with the 
mouse 57 from among the documents displayed in the document list window 54 A3 in 
Step S 71, the tag Ust window 54G is opened as shown in Fig. 16 (Step S72). In the tag 
list window 54Q all the tag related to the document 2 is displayed. Fig. 16 shows the 
case in which the tag list window 54G is displayed in the document display window 
54A in an overlapping manner. 

[0100] An example of a display of the tag Ust window 54G is explained by referring to 
Fig. 18 here. The tag list window 54G comprises a title display area 54G1 for 
displaying the title of the window, a document display area 54G2 for displaying names 
of the documents selected in Step S71, a tag Ust display area 54G3 for displaying a tag 
list related to the document displayed in the document name display area 54G2, a tag 
addition button 54G4, a tag removal button 54G5, a tag retrieval button 54G6, an OK 
button 54G7, and a cancellation button 54G8. 

[0101] Referring to Fig. 18, it is understood that from the tag hst display area 54G3, 
the tags 5 and 6 are related to the document 2 selected in Step S7 1 . When a new tag is 
desired to be added to the document 2, the process proceeds to Step S 73 and the tag 
addition button 54G4 is clicked with the mouse 57. Then, the process proceeds to Step 
S74 and the tag display window 54B' is opened as shown in Fig. 17. The tag display 
window 54B' is identical to the tag display window 54B that has already been opened at 
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that time and Fig. 17 shows an example of a display to be displayed in the tag list 
window 54G in an overlapping manner. In addition, the tag display window 54B' 
comprises the tag group display area 54B' and the area 54B' for displaying tags, as is the 
case with the tag display window 54B. 

[0102] Next, the process proceeds to Step S75 and a tag desired to be newly added is 
selected from the tag display window 54B'. To be more specific, in case a tag 9 of a 
tag group 8 is desired to be added to the document 2, when the tag group 8 is clicked 

first in the tag group display area 54Br, the tag group 8 is emphatically displayed (for 
example, highlighted), and when the tag 9 is further clicked in the area 54B' displaying 
the tag, the tag 9 is emphatically displayed (for example, highUghted) and at the same 
time, process proceeds to Step S76 and a tag confirmation operation window 54H as 
shown in Fig. 19 is opened. 

[0103] Here, an example of a display of the tag confirmation operation window 54H is 
explained by referring to Fig. 19. The tag confirmation operation window 54H 
comprises a document name display area 54H1 for displaying the name of the document 
selected in Step S71 or in Step S81 (in case of adding a tag as described below), an 
addition tag display area 54H3 for displaying the tag to be added, which is the tag 
selected in Step S75, a removal tag display area 54H2 for displaying the tag selected in 
Step S83 (in case of removing a tag as described below), an OK button 54H4 to be 
clicked after each item described above is confirmed, and a cancellation button 54H5 to 
be cUcked to dispose all the items described above. 

[0104] After the content of the addition tag display area 54H3 displayed in the tag 
confirmation operation window 54H is confirmed in Step S76, the process proceeds to 
Step S77 and the OK button 54H4 of the tag confirmation operation window 54H is 
clicked. Then the tag confirmation operation window 54H is closed and the tag 
addition is executed. To be more specific,(tag group 8: tag 9) is added to the related 
defining information of the object of the document 2 and the object ID is added to the 
related defining information of the object to be a parent. 

[0105] It should be noted that when the cancellation button 54H is clicked, a tag 
addition is not executed and the processing is cancelled. In addition, at this poiat in 
time, the window shown in Fig. 16 is displayed on the displaying device 54. In the 
case of terminating processing of tag addition/removal, the process proceeds to Step 
S78 and the OK button 54G7 of the tag list window 54G is clicked to close the tag list 
window 54G.
